TAXTATION ISSUES. _ 


At a moment when the National 
Government at Nanking has pro- 
mulgated its new, Tariff Schedule, 
it jy -itteresting: to learn that the 
long duel, between ‘the merchants 
and the Surtax Burenu.at Swatow 
seems likely to end in a victory for 
the, former, News: received from 
our correspondent indicates that in- 
structions’ have been cubled from 
the Nanking Government .to the 
effect that the illegal regulations of 
the Bureau, against which the mer- 
chants have been so long on strike, 
are to he withdrawn at ence, and 
these have ‘necordingly been passed 
on to the Bureau by the local of- 
fieinls, It is hoped that this will 
lead to an early revival of trade in 
Switow, where conditions have 
‘been-at a standstill for some con- 
siderable time now. .

V tically all exports from Swatow 


been stopped, nnd the 
merchants have refrained from 
buying goods outside the port, 
: protest "againet, the 
exnetions of the Bureau. | The 
local’ authorities have declined to 
do anything to: case the situation, 
nnd have, in fact, majntained ‘a 
more or less recaleltrant attitude 
towards the Nanking Government. 
However, it is underatood that Can- 
ton is now supporting Nanking in 
the matter, and the trouble ig thus 
expected to terminnte almost ‘im- 
mediately, If thia be so, the large 
export of oranges, in which Swatow 
does such n big trade, will be pos- 
sible. It appears that the mer- 
chants have not yet secured’ their 
further demand ‘for the abolition of 
the Bureau, which goes by, the mis-
